MINUTES OF THE MEETINGS 

Minutes of CWNA Annual Board Meeting-April 18. 1998 

The meeting was called to order by Tim Martin, Presidert 
Coco's Restaurant in Aurora at 4 PM. All Officer were pre 
with the exception of Dave Swearingen, 
minutes of the July 12, 1997 Board Meeting were approve* 
written. The year end Membership and Treasurer's report 
submitted by the Secretary/Treasurer and unanimously appro 
as written. 


The Plaque Committee of Dave Swearingen and Chuck Wisl on 
had no report. The Questionnaire & Handbook Committee of T* im 
Hallenbeck, Andy Breaky and Dave Swearingen had not met £ ad 
had no report at this time. 

The incorporation Committee of Tim Martin and Jerry Morga 
gave a progress report consisting largely of a review of attorney 
Richard Judd's proposed Articles of Incorporation and By-Law: 
for the new Corporation. The Committee submitted corrections 
additions and refinements of the lawyer's draft to the Board la 
discussion. Motion passed unanimously that Board Member 
study the modified draft and present any further comments or sug¬ 
gestions by May 2, 1998. The Board was to then meet via tele- 1 
conference to once again discuss the above. Incorporation com¬ 
mittee was to then conference with Mr. Judd to develop a second 
draff. Second draft was to be reviewed by a tax attorney after 
which an application would be made to the the State of Colorado 
for Incorporation. After that a Special Membership/Board 
Meeting will follow to approve the Articles and By-Laws and 
transfer the assets from the Association to the new Corporation. A 
motion was approved unanimously to send the membership a 
copy of the proposed Articles and By Laws together with a notice 
announcing the meeting and inviting their participation and vote 
at such a meeting. After that an Organizational Meeting of the 
new CWNA corporation will follow for the purpose of formally 
accepting conveyance of the Associations assets. This is all being 
done to join the two organizations into one thereby meeting the 
tax compliance guidelines for a tax-exempt organization. 

The Board unanimously appointed Dick Johnson to fill the vacant 
office of Vice-President. The vacant Board position was left open 
in anticipation of reducing the Board to seven members as per the 
new By-Laws of the proposed new Corporation. 

A motion was passed unanimously that an educational service of 
some form be considered for use by member clubs. The Education 
Service Committee of Tim Martin, Dick Johnson and Jetty 
Morgan will pursue the feasibility of such an endeavor. A detailed 
written motion submitted by Tom Hallenbeck was passed unani¬ 
mously with three amendments that the CWNA sponsor an annu¬ 



al scholarship to the ANA Summer Seminar, (see below, ed.) 

A discussion was tabled concerning donating money to the 
Colorado Professional Numismatic Association until the tax attor¬ 
ney provides us with guidelines. The President appointed Tom 
Hallenbeck to find a supply of "quarter boards" to be purchased 
and given away to youngsters to stimulate the collecting of the 
new quarter designs as they are released into circulation over the 
next 10 years. 

A motion was passed unanimously that the Incorporation is 
authorized to spend up to $500 to consult a tax attorney concern¬ 
ing the proposed Articles and By-Laws to ensure proper tax com¬ 
pliance.

SCHOLARSHIP TO THE ANA SUMMER CONFERENCE 

Tom Hallenbeck moved and Andy Breakey seconded a motion 
that the CWNA sponsor an annual scholarship to the ANA 
Summer Seminar (I believe it is now called a Conference, ed).) 
scholarship consists of tuition to the class of the recipients choice\ 
a meal pass and normal lodging in a double room at Colorado ' 
College. The scholarship is to be open to all CWNA members in 
good standing. The CWNA will also include a one-year member¬ 
ship to the ANA to the winner of the scholarship. The criteria will 
be based upon numismatic related articles published in the 
CWNA newsletter and other numismatic periodicals. Other edu¬ 
cational presentations related to coins and coin collecting will 
also be considered by the board in determining the winner of the 
scholarship and one-year memberships in the ANA but will carry 
less weight in determining the recipient. All applications must be 
received by the Secretary/Treasurer in writing 30 days before the 
annual meeting. The editor of the newsletter will publish (at least 
twice a year) an application form and list the criteria. The board 
will determine the winner at the Annual meeting in closed session 
and the President will notify the winner within 30 days. Upon 
attending the Conference the winner will not be eligible to win 
another scholarship for 5 years. Board Members and members of 
their immediate family are not eligible. The CWNA will not be 
^responsible for transportation to and from Colorado Springs or 
iny incidental expenses the winner may incur. The Scholarship, 
v ust be used at the next available ANA conference. 

Therationale for the motion is that the CWNA has a responsibil¬ 
ity to continue with our goal of education. This is a sure-fire way 
to promote numismatics throughout Colorado and surrounding 
communities. This proposal encourages people of all ages to .write 
articles and give talks about coins. This proposal will also give 
our members something to strive for and a reason to have articles 
published. There is a chronic shortage of coin articles in regional 
publications and (new articles) will be appreciated by editors 
everywhere. (Yes, they will, ed)

We do have members that 
care, ed) 

Dear Bob: 

I have received your letters, but have been too busy to do more 
than read them. I have received the CWNA bulletin referred to in 
your second letter, also, and have only read it, also. I am sad¬ 


dened by infighting, anytime, but especially when I feel we have 
just begun to recover CWNA from its near-death status of a few 
years ago. I agree that no officer or director is ever entitled to the 
attitude, that "I have saved the organization, and the little bit I did 
is enough, even though I could have done more." Just as no mem¬ 
ber is entitled to say, "I probably couldn't be of enough help to 
matter." No one owns the club; everyone does. 

In a collector group such as CWNA every member or 
non-member who collects numismatic items should be able at end 
of year to point out each and every item in his or her collection 
which is there because the organization gave the person an oppor¬ 
tunity or the inspiration to acquire it. Otherwise, why have the 
organization.? A non-member able to do that will not remain a 
non-member for long. A member able to do that should soon 
want to contribute something more than just dues. Not only are 
there material rewards from a well-run organization, but there are 
tremendous memories of fellowship and knowledge-sharing to 
build into the edifice of one's life. Drawing upon such rewards 
provides a basis for many an article for the newsletter. Just as a 
five-minute "Show-and-Tell" program can make a club meeting 
interesting, so can short items help the newsletter. 

Bob, without referring to either of your letters or to the 
newsletter I would like to say I am so glad you have been putting 
together some orderly files and lists from the materials recovered 
from various sources. Thank you for that and all the other things 
you have done for CWNA over the years. I really feel that our 
experience and our assets justify a duplicate set of records, now 
that you have gotten a start on making them consistent and reli¬ 
able. One board member's responsibility certainly should be cus¬ 
todian/historian, and be as subject to auditing as that of the trea¬ 
surer. 

I haven't done anything, but I appreciate that you have. 
I say "we" have begun to recover, but I haven't provided any help 
other than an article for an early issue of the newsletter and some 
volunteer time for the 1996 shows. I hope to increase that. Jerry 
Morgan and Ken Hallenbeck and others have offered me a chance 
to do officer work, but I'm reluctant to do that while doing busi¬ 
ness, also. Yet, where would we be without some of our numis¬ 
matic business people? Quite a quandary! One way or another 
we need to accept that it takes more than a president to make a 
board of directors. A board of directors should not be dominated 
by people standing to profit from board activity, but some of them 
are needed. If they do their job well, they will profit because the 
hobby gains. 

I believe strongly in auditing the activities and treasury 
of groups such as CWNA. Such supervision is the backbone of 
credit unions and other cooperative groups. Cooperation (shar¬ 
ing) is certainly one of the aims of CWNA. Supervision in the 
sense of auditing achievement of aims is a positive, not a negative 
activity. We have by-laws and constitutions to give organization¬ 
al substance to the generalities of our aims and our specific goals. 
We have auditors as a cross check on our achievement and our 
expended means, just as the Supreme Court is a check on the 
Executive and Legislative branches' achievement of our 
Constitutional goals Members with concerns about our use of 
funds and our achievement can go to an auditor with such con¬ 
cerns. Auditors can report directly to members through the 
newsletter or through a requisition of mailing labels and supplies 
which are part of the auditing setup. 

One responsibility of any director of an organization is 
communication to the sponsoring members about activities, pres¬ 
sures, and plans in the area of his or her responsibility. To that 
end the load on the newsletter editor is much lightened by the 
existence of a report each newsletter from one (or more) of the 
directors. Why would any member want to wait until the end of 
the year or next year to find out what the elected officers and 


directors of the group have been doing. No vague generalities 
from the president or editor can substitute for a precise statement 
of needs and accomplishments by the particular person who has 
been assigned each aspect of the organization's operations to 
maintain and improve. This gives that director or officer a chance 
to name names of specific people who are helping to achieve the 
club's goals. Members can then prepare for next year's elections 
with knowledge of who has been doing what and how effective¬ 
ly- 

I see several problems with CWNA as an idea. First: we 
are too near ANA to make the collectors feel a strong need for the 
regional group. This may not have been true before ANA became 
head-quartered in Colorado. Do any records or memories of that 
time exist to shed light on that? That problem is always going to 
be a big one, as we can't muster enough resources to outweigh 
ANA's physical resources. On the other hand ANA's closeness 
should be a resource, not a problem. 

Second: The Denver Metro area is (or was) a tail wag¬ 
ging a two-state dog, and the dog is beagle or a dachshund - 
stretched all over the place. Cars were the short legs; airplanes 
have never been feasible to replace them.. This may have led to 
some area jealousies, also. I believe the internet may hold some 
solutions to that problem, plus the Denver Metro Area currently is 
very weak, club/member-wise. 

Where the ANA has frequently (?) had a weak state rep¬ 
resentative program, the CWNA has frequently (?) had a weak 
club membership. Has CWNA ever tried to incorporate the ANA 
state representative idea into its Board of Directors. Usually 
Board members in a club have assigned areas of responsibility. If 
CWNA could make the Wyoming and Colorado ANA representa¬ 
tives ex-Officio Board members of CWNA and provide them with 
a working contact system, I believe both ANA and CWNA could 
benefit. The two representatives could have a committee of 
helpers as one of the working committees of the CWNA with sev¬ 
eral possible responsibilities. Not only that, but CWNA could 
probably be the source from which ANA would want to draw its 
state representatives for CO & WY.

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Native American Numismatic Connections

One of my few favorite television shows is Connections, host¬ 
ed by James Burke. In it, Mr. Burke traces a series of seemingly 
unrelated events by establishing some connection between them. 
The starting and end point of his narratives are usually very 
remote from each other in time, geography and subject matter. 

With apologies to Mr. Burke, I should like to draw a 
Numismatic Connection, involving the Old West, silver barons 
and Vietnam. Along the way, one thread will be United States 
paper money. And another will be Native Americans. 

A few years after the Civil War a new bank stood on the dusty 
streets of the frontier town of Cheyenne, Territory of Wyoming. 
The year was 1871 and the First National Bank had just received 
charter number 1800 as a new member of the National Bank sys¬ 
tem. As a consequence, it was soon to issue the first twenty-dol- 
lar National Bank Notes in the Territory. These large-sized notes 
were of the Original series of what are today called First Charter 
Notes. Extremely ornate, they featured on the back an American 
eagle on the right and the territorial seal on the left. 

But the painting reproduced in the center of the bill begins the 
thread that ties this Connection together. It depicts "The 
Baptism of Pocahontas," the first depiction of a specific known 
Native American individual on American currency. Pocahontas, 
you will remember, stepped in at some personal risk to save 
Englishman John Smith from a lethally close shave. This vignette 
shows her somewhat later in her career. 

We now skip forward just seven years, to 1878. The Silver 
Barons have severely pressed Congress, and with the help of 
"Silver Dick" Bland they have gotten legislation passed that will 
require the minting of enormous quantities of new silver dollars, 
primarily to provide a market for Western silver. Another piece 
of the strategy was the printing of large numbers of Silver 
Certificates. Since these notes were redeemable in silver dollars, 
more dollars had to be minted to cover them. 

Two decades later the U.S. Treasury would produce an espe¬ 
cially striking five-dollar Silver Certificate, series of 1899. It 
depicted a Sioux chief named (as close as we can get to it) Ta-to- 
ka-in-yan-ka, better known to us as Running Antelope. Now, 
Friedberg's standard reference. Paper Money of the United States, 
says of this note, "This is the only issue of U.S. paper money for 
which a Native American was selected as the central feature." 
With due respect as to differing opinions on the exact definition 
of "central feature," I would add the Pocahontas note that we met 
earlier to this very short list. 

Next, we need to dip into the cash drawer at our Cheyenne bank 
(now in the new State of Wyoming) and pull out a current ten-dol- 
lar legal tender note, series of 1880. This is the famous "Jackass" 
note, so called due to the remarkable appearance of the small cen¬ 
tral eagle when turned upside down. However, we are interested 
in the main vignette on the right side of the front. Again we see 
Pocahontas, this time, eyes demurely downcast, being presented 


to England's royal court. This is a remarkable second appearance 
for the lady, the only one to have been so honored on our money. 
And, she is one of only two identifiable American women to 
appear on United States currency. She is certainly in good com¬ 
pany, as the other is Martha Washington. 

Finally, we take a rather larger leap forward in time and in geog¬ 
raphy. It is 1969 in the war-torn country of Vietnam. The United 
States is continuing to pay its servicemen not in normal U.S. cur¬ 
rency but in Military Payment Certificates. By only a small 
stretch these notes can be considered a part of the overall universe 
of U.S paper money. And, the two highest denominations of these 
notes, the ten and twenty dollar, series 692, depict as their main 
design element well-crafted portraits of two Native American 
men from two quite different tribes. By my somewhat loose def¬ 
inition these could be considered the fourth and fifth notes with 
Native Americans as part, or all, of the main design of U.S. paper 
money. 

A GI returning home to Cheyenne could not have redeemed one 
of his MPC's at the First National Bank for then current small¬ 
sized Federal Reserve Notes. But it isn't too long a stretch to 
imagine him placing one of the unusual notes in a safe deposit 
box in the old bank, thus completing the circle of this Native 
American Numismatic Connection. 

The CWNA Medals

Bob Davis and Chuck Wishon have both referred recent¬ 
ly to the CWNA medals, and that brought back to mind some of 
those that I have acquired over the years I have lived in Colorado. 
I first ran onto one of the "old" award medals at a Fort Collins 
Coin Club Show back in the days when they held their shows in 
Loveland. (Was that in 1968 or 1969?) It was attached to a rib¬ 
bon and was stuffed into a 2X2 flip. Such lovely detail and a 
beautiful octagonal shape with convex field on the obverse! But 
what in the world was the Colorado-Wyoming Numismatic 
Association? I was too new to collecting and to Colorado to 
know anything such as that. 

Jumping now to 1996,1 enjoyed buying one of the num¬ 
bered .999 silver rounds sold by CWNA at the Pre-ANA Show 
and at The 105th. ANA Convention later, because it had been 
some time since I had taken my earlier acquired medal from stor¬ 
age to look at it. Just now, looking at the reproduction as I write 
this, I realize what bothered me about the silver round was the 
missing, delicate convexity of the original, one of its most strik¬ 
ing features. 

In between those two versions of the original (?) CWNA 
medal I acquired several others including the uniface award 
medal of 1975, which is glued to a huge red rosette pending three 
ribbons. The two side ribbons are red, white and blue vertical 
stripes flanking a white center ribbon proclaiming: "PARTICI¬ 
PANT" / " / "FORT COLLINS" / "COIN CLUB" / "23rd 

Annual" / "SPRING SHOW" / " / "March 27-28" / "1975". 

The medal shows a soaring eagle in front of nearby evergreens 




and far-away mountains; in the sky above the mountains " 100TH" 
/ "YEAR OF 7 "STATEHOOD". In the rim area are multiple 
stars (37?) and at bottom: "1876 COLORADO CENTENNIAL 
1976. 

Another award medal and ribbon hanging on the study 
wall near the one above is on a large white rosette supporting a 
red ribbon the left, saying "THIRD PLACE" reading up, and a 
purple ribbon on the right, reading down the same phrase. In the 
center reading crosswise on a white ribbon are the notations: 
C.W.N.A. / 25TH / ANNIVERSARY / 5TH ANNUAL / DEN¬ 
VER / NUMISMATIC / CONVENTION / MARRIOT HOTEL / 
1976 / MISCELLANEOUS. The medal is aluminum, and not 
uniface. However, I'm not going to pull it loose from the rosette 
to read the reverse; that will have to wait upon finding the dupli¬ 
cate in my collection. The obverse says, above an eagle with 
spread wings: "COLO. WYO. NUMISMATICS ASS’N." / "25TH 
7 "ANNIVERSARY". Below the wings it has a ribbon bearing 
the words "E PLURIBUS UNUM" in the eagle's beak; then: " * 
1976 * " / "CENTENNIAL BICENTENNIAL". My exhibit was 
of "Grease-Filled Die Strikes on the 1776-1976 Bicentennial half 
dollar." 

Ed and Barbara Young collaborated on several of the 
CWNA show medals, including the "PIONEER GOLD OF" / 


"COLORADO" / "P 1861 P" aluminum or golden-finished bronze 
medals of the "SIXTH ANNUAL SPRING" / "DENVER" / (inter¬ 
locked "C" / "W" of) "COLORADO / WYOMING 77" / "JUNE 
3-5" / 'NUMISMATIC CONVENTION". These pieces show 
reproductions of Parsons, Conway, and Clark-Gruber gold coins. 

Others exist, but those are the immediate ones to come 
to mind and eye. Perhaps Bob has found the hoard of unissued 
medals of all these types which could delight the new generation 
of collectors our organization might attract. 

A TRIBUTE TO CHARLES G. "GALE" & DORIS KLEIN

Both were charter members of CWNA, with Gale number 7 and 
Doris number 23. A letter from Gale in 1995 indicated he had 
been in the Sun City club, but had reduced his collecting after 
Doris died in late 1994.

The Kleins should be an example for some people in today's 
CWNA and coin clubs.

ANCIENT COIN COLLECTING III 
The Roman World-Politics and Propaganda

This is the 3rd in a proposed series of 6 volumes intended to intro¬ 
duce the entire spectrum of ancient coin collecting to prospective 
new collectors. The first (reviewed here a few years back) was a 
general overview of ancient coin collecting. The 2nd volume cov¬ 
ered ancient Greek coinage, while the 3rd volume discusses 
Roman Republican and Imperial coins. 

We would think that this may turn out to be the most popular of 
all the volumes in the series because Roman coins are the most 
popular of all the ancient coins, probably because they are "the 
least difficult" of all the ancient coins to identify. The term, "It's 
Greek to Me" did not come about because Greek is easy. Not that 
Latin is, but we're not required to conjugate verbs when attribut¬ 
ing ancient coins. Most Roman (at least Roman Imperial) coins 
have the head or bust of the emperor on the obverse with his name 
and titles in a legend around the image, while the reverse may be 
a little bit more imaginative but still fairly recognizable. Even if 
we don't know Latin (and we don't) the letters are the same as we 
use, not the funny little shapes on Greek coins. 

The author gives us a good background for collecting these coins 
by presenting a nice short history of Rome, along with a few maps 
and an historical timeline which should be helpful to both begin¬ 
ners and more seasoned collectors. He also warns us that it is not 
possible to learn all that there is to know about the coins. Not stat¬ 
ed, but certainly alluded to is the fact that it is not possible to col¬ 
lect all the coins the Roman ever issued. 

Mr. Sayles gives us a brief lesson in attributing Roman coins by 
letting us know the first "trick" of the trade. That is distinguishing 
the emperors name from his titles. Once we recognize the name 
and separate them from the titles, than it is easy to find out who 
the guy (or girl) is. To help us separate the wheat from the chafe 
he offers us a nice list of titles and offices. What he doesn't offer 
is a list of the names used by various emperors. 

Another helpful section is a nice list of some of the more common 
Roman mints and the mintmarks used by each of the various 
mints. Roman coins were minted not only in Rome (which I’m 
sure most of you knew) but throughout Europe, Turkey and 
Northern Africa. He also warns you that a number of mints used 
the same mintmarks, while others had a prefix or a suffix just to 
confuse things. However is chapter on mints is extremely helpful. 

When we first looked at the next section on denominations we 
were a bit disappointed. Sayles gives us numerous charts in which 
he lists the denomination, the metal and the RVI. What the heck 
is an RVI. Than we did what we try not to do and read the text. 
The RVI is the Relative Value Index, i.e. what this coin is worth 
to that coin. Coins from various periods have a relative value to 
the most popular silver coin of the period. For instance a 
Sestertius (the large bronze coin of the Romans) has a relative 
value of 1/4 to the Denarius. That is a quarter has a relative value 


of 1/4 to the Dollar. Very easy. 

Sayles than spends some time on giving the reader options on 
how to collect Roman coins and with a list of the more common 
reference works a collector might consider buying or that a deal¬ 
er might use as a reference. 

Sayles than begins his overview of Roman Republican coinage by 
saying how important Republican coinage is and how long (com¬ 
pared to Roman Imperial) it’s history was. He than spends only 4 
pages on it, while spending 8 pages on the Imperatorial coins and 
almost 120 pages on Imperial coinage. While we understand that 
most people collect Imperial coins and the Imperatorial coins 
were issued by some of the more famous names in history (Julius 
Caesar, Brutus, Pompey the Great, Mark Antony, etc), we feel that 
a little more attention could have paid to this series of coins. 

The section of Roman Imperial coins is the bulk of the book. 
Sayles lists the popular name of each emperor (or rather coin issu¬ 
ing guy, as many of these gentlemen had numerous titles, but 
were never emperor), a short historical narrative, along with pho¬ 
tos of exceptional coins, a condensed Genealogy and a Select 
Bibliography. Most emperors have a page to themselves, some 
two, while other's were forced to share a page (sometimes with an 
enemy!). The photos of the coins are usually in a condition most 
collectors could only dream of having but they give us a good 
idea of what the emperor looked like (or should we say what he 
looked like on the coins) as well as what the full legend on the 
coin was. We like the historical information, the photos and the 
Bibliography, all of which should be helpful to the beginning col¬ 
lector. 

The Condensed Genealogy, on the other hand, is a waste of space 
in our opinion. One or two generations of ancestors are listed 
along with their full Latin names. This is suppose to be a book for 
beginners, most of whom don't really care who Galba's grandfa¬ 
ther was, but may care what names he used on the coins. I know 
when I started out with ancient coins that would be much more 
important to me. 

Sayles finishes his book with good discussions on the reverses of 
the coins, the propaganda and the mythical figures that dominate 
the reverses of the coins. He concludes with a helpful glossary 
and a list of additional references. 

Overall, despite my pointed complaints, ACC-III is a fine addi¬ 
tion to the library of introductory books on Ancient coins. I would 
certainly recommend it as one of the best around. It is available 
for $24.95 from Krause publications or from most dealers in 
numismatic books or ancient coins. 


We had hoped to have a 2nd book review in this newsletter, but 
thanks to all the contributors we have run out of space and time.
